WARRANT 


State of Maine, County of Penobscot, ss. 


To Percey Porter, a Constable in the Town of Newburgh, of 
said County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Newburgh, 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Newburgh 
Town Hall on Saturday, the |Oth day of March, 1962, at ten 


o'clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article |. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors and 
overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent of schools, 
and see if the town will vote to accept them as printed. 


Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assessors and 
overseers of the poor for the ensuing year and fix their com- 
pensation. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to determine 
the number of road commissioners the town shall have and 
elect the same. 


Art 6. To choose a treasurer of the town and all other 
officers except a collector of taxes and fix their compensation. 


Art. 7. To determine what sums of money the town will 
raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the ensuing 
year. 


For the support of Common Schools and High School Tuition. 
For the support of Poor. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Summer. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Winter. 

For Abatements. 

For Incidentals. 


For Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$100.00 for Public Nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 9. To see what sum the town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and 
bridges) under the provisions of Section 44 and 49, Chap. 23, 
R. S. 1954, as amended. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of improved sec- ~ 
tions of third class road. 


Art. |1. To see what action the town wishes to take in 
regard to the uncollected taxes for 1961. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
seiectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and to execute 
deeds tor such proprty. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote to pass the following 
resolution or take any action with respect thereto: 


RESOLVED: That the Town Treasurer with the approval of 
the Selectmen or a majority thereof be and they are hereby 
authorized to borrow from time to time in anticipation of 


taxes for the taxable year commencing April |, 1962, a total 
sum not to exceed $10,000.00 and for such purpose to issue 
and sell the promissory note or notes of the Town, said note 


or notes to be in such form, to bear interest at such rate, and” 


to be payable at such date within the taxable year in which 
they are issued as the Selectmen or a majority thereof may 
approve, and to be paid out of money raised by taxation 
during that year. The proceeds of such note or notes are to 
be used for and are hereby dedicated to purposes for which 
the Town may legally raise money or incur debt. 

Art. 14. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to collection of 1962 taxes and elect a collector of property 
tax and fix his or her compensation. 


Art. |5. To elect an excise tax collector and fix her or his 
compensation. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to give a 3% dis- 
count on all 1962 taxes paid in full on or before July |, 1962 
and a 2% discount on all 1962 taxes paid in full on or before 
Octil, 1962. 


Art. 17. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) to be paid 
to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and 
used for advertising the natural resources, advantages and 
attractions of the State of Maine in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 91, Section 108, of the Revised Statutes of 
1954. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to have its employees 
participate in Federal Social Security benefits and authorize 
its board of selectmen to enter into an Agreement with the 
State Agency as designated in. Chapter 395 of the Public 
Laws of 1951 for that purpose, and fix the eftective date 
thereof. 


Art. 19. To see what amount of money the town will 
appropriate to pay its share of the cost of the Social Security 
Plan as provided for in the preceding article. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 to assist the Newburgh Volunteer Fire Department in 
maintaining two vehicles, two fire houses and the alarm system. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to confirm Augustus 
Newcomb, Fire Chief of the Newburgh Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, as Town Fire Chief. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to: repair the Walker 
Road between Route 9 and the North Road. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to establish a town 
dump on town-owned land opposite the Town Hall, or on any 
other suitable site the Selectmen may designate. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to charge interest 
on 1962 unpaid taxes after a certain date, and to determine 
that date and rate of interest to be charged. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to accept the tol- 
lowing Bulding Ordinance for the Town of Newburgh. 


BUILDING ORDINANCE 
for the 
_TOWN OF NEWBURGH, MAINE 


An Ordinance to promote the health, safety, convenience 
and welfare of the inhabitants by regulating the construction 
of buildings and use of premises. 


Policy Statement: This ordinance will not be invoked to 
harass any citizen. 

Provisions regarding the location of structures with respect 
to lot and street boundaries are intended to protect owners 
and abutters against unconsidered actions which might de- 
preciate the value of their properties. Provisions regarding 


compliance with pertinent State and Federal building and 
sanitary codes are necessary to safeguard the health and 
welfare primarily of occupants and, secondarily, of other 
citizens. They will not be interpreted to limit the proper 
rights of individuals, except in matters affecting individual 
or general health and safety or the property values of neigh- 
bors. None of these provisions are retroactive. 


% 


Section | 


|. No building shall be erected on a lot less than one 
hundred (100) feet wide and one hundred fifty (150) feet deep 
from the road or street line, unless such lot was separately 
owned at the time this ordinance is adopted. 

2. No dwelling or other structure shall be erected or 
placed within twenty-five (25) feet trom the boundary line 
between road or street and the lot, or within ten (10) teet of 
the other boundary lines of the lot. 

3. In general, no building shall be erected which does not 
conform in general quality to other structures or dwellings in 
the neighborhood, and nothing shall be constructed, installed 
or utilized in a way which manitestly depreciates the value of 
the property in a given part of the. town. 


Section II 


|. General: All building materials used and practices fol- 
lowed in the construction of buildings shall conform to the 
generally accepted standard of safety and good practice. The 
laws of Maine and regulations thereunder relating to plumbing 
work, electrical work, public health, and the current standards 
of Governmental Bureaus, National Technical Organizations, 
and ‘the National Board of Fire Underwriters, as the same may 
be amended from time to time, shall serve as a guide to 
construction and the issuing of permits as outlined in Section 
IV. The above shall be construed to require flush toilets and 
septic tank facilities in all new dwellings or major alterations 
or additions to existing dwellings. 


All buildings hereafter erected, shall provide for reasonable 
protection of life and safety in the construction, arrangement 
and use of exit facilities from the building, together with all 
features of design and construction as have a bearing on 
safety of egress. In the construction of exits, exitways, doors, 
doorways, halls, hallways, passages and passageways, the con- 
struction shall conform to the generally accepted standards of 
good practice. 


2. No dwelling shall be erected unless its main floor shall 
include a minimum of four hundred eighty (480) square feet. 
No converted vehicles or trailer homes may be used as resi- 
dences for a period exceeding three months. The intent of 
the foregoing is to permit their use during the construction of ~ 
a resident dwelling and for no other purpose. A trailer home 
is defined as a mobile home without a toilet and bathtub or 
shower. 


3. No building may be erected unless the exterior surfaces 
are finished with clapboards, shingles, or equal patent sidings 


and/or painted. 


4. All buildings will have chimneys of a type and/or 
design approved by the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 


5. All electrical wiring must meet the standards established 
by the pertinent State Boards and the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 


6. No building may be erected unless it conforms to the 
health and sanitary regulations of the State and National 
authorities. 


7. All major additions, alterations or renovations shall con- 
form to the requirements for new construction defined above. 
For purposes of this section, an ‘addition’ is defined as an 
increase in floor space exceeding one hundred (100) square 
feet or an estimated cost of one thousand ($1,000.) dollars. 


Section II 


|. No building or premises shall be used for a junk yard, 
as that term is generally understood, unless the area so used 
shall be located at least one hundred fifty (150) feet from the” 
highway and with view obstructed by a suitable fence main- 
tained in good condition. Nor shall any building or premises 
be used for any other purpose injurious, noxious or offensive to 
a neighborhood by reason of the emission of odors, fumes, 
dust, smoke, noise or any other cause. 


2. Advertising signs, except those relating to the business 
of the property owner or lessor, shall be limited in size to not 
over two (2) feet square. 


3. Open storage more than one unregistered vehicle, except 
farming machines or machinery, is prohibited. 


Section IX 


|. This ordinance shall be entorced by the Newburgh 
Board of Selectmen. 


2. Applications for permits shall be submitted in such 


form as the Board of Selectmen shall prescribe, by the cwner, 
lessee, or agent of either, or the builder employed in con- 
nection with the proposed work. Applications for permits shall 
be accompanied by a sketch or plan showing the lot, the area 
and location of (which justify the building, together with such 
drawings of) the proposed work, inclyding when necessary, 
floor plans, sections, elevations and structural details as the 
Selectmen may require. An approved application is required 
for all new dwellings and for alterations, additions or renova- 
tions exceeding one thousand ($1,000.) dollars in estimated 
cost. 


3. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to act on all 
applications within ten (10) days. 


4. No building for which a permit is issued may be occu- 


pied until the Board of Selectmen have issued a certificate of 
occupancy, at which time the fee for permit and certificate of 
occupancy shall be paid. Prior to issuing a certificate of 
occupancy, the Board of Selectmen or member(s) thereof wii! 
inspect the premises, and if the terms of the permit have 
been complied with and the permit fee paid, the certificate 
of occupancy will be issued. 


5. The Board of Selectmen may, at their option, issue a 
temporary certificate of occupancy, which shall not be re- 
newable for a period of six (6) months to permit use of the 
building prior to final completion. 

6. The Board of Selectmen are empowered to take legal 
action to halt construction or to eject occupants who do not 
conform to this ordinance. Court or other costs will be paid 
by the owner or lessee who violates this ordinance. 

7. The fee for a building permit, including certificate of 
occupancy, shall be five ($5.00) dollars, which shall also cover 
all costs of inspection. 


Art. 26. To act on any other business that may legally — 
come before said meeting. 

Notice is hereby given that the selectmen will be in session 
at the town hall on Saturday, the |0th day of March, 1962, for 
the purpose of revising the list of voters.

The Community Calendar netted $287.12 and it is planned 
to repeat it this year. Other money-making projects are either 
in operation or planned, since even with the $500.00 support 
from the Town of Newburgh, expenses including needed 
equipment replacement average $2,000.00 per year. This year, 
to recover from the heavy expense incurred last year in the 
procurement of a tank truck and building Fire House No. 2, 
rigid economy was practiced, and the report shows we are 
again operating ‘'in the black.’ However, during the year 
1962, we anticipate considerable expense for much needed 
new equipment. 


A word about the ‘Special Fund." This is built up from 
dues, and is used to purchase fruit or flowers for members 
sick or in hospital, and is kept separate from the other funds 
of the Department, as it is not considered proper that any 
part of Town support funds be utilized fof’such a purpose. 


During the year, a mutual support plan was worked out 
and approved by West Hampden Fire Department, which will 
relieve the Town of any expense if it becomes necessary to 


invoke their assistance for a major fire. Similar informal 


agreements already exist with Carmel and Dixmont. 


The Department answered about the average number of 
alarms for chimney fires, grass fires and buildings. Two old 
houses near the Dixmont line were lost. Both were quite iso- 


y 
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lated, without telephone connection, and these fires were 
beyond control before aid could be summoned. 


The Department is increasingly aware of the number of 
fires originating in antiquated or improperly constructed 
chimneys. These are a serious hazard to property as well as 
life, and should be eliminated where in existence, and forbid- 
den in any new construction.

SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE DISTRICT NO. 22 
To the Citizens of Hampden and Newburgh: 


After several years of hard work and study on the part of 
interested citizens of Hampden and Newburgh a School Ad- 
ministrative District composed of these two towns has been 
organized and is now in full operation. On November 13, 1961 
the Certificate of Organization was presented to the Board ot 
School Directors by Mr. Asa Gordon, Coordinator for the 
Maine School District Commission. At the organization meet- 
ing Louis C. Stearns, 3rd was elected Chairman and Dr. Harold 
D. Cross, Vice-Chairman. Other members of the Board of 
Directors are: Lendall Knight, Hamlyn Robbins, Robert Chase, 
and Roderick Farnham from Hampden; Galen Snow and Eldon 
Hamilton from Newburgh. 


NEW SCHOOL FOR NEWBURGH 


Plans are progressing for the construction of a consolidated 
school for Newburgh this coming summer. An option on a 
proposed site has been obtained and tests are being made to 
determine its suitability. Interviews have been held with three 
different firms of architects and one has been tentatively 
selected to draw the plans for the building. In addition to 
the regular classrooms the building will contain an all-purpose 


room. We hope that the building will be ready for use in the 


fall.

Hampden's enrollment is 48 more than last year or 3 more 
than the number predicted in the last town report. New- 
burgh's enrollment is 5 more than it was last year. 


We anticipate an increase of approximately 50 in the 
Hampden elementary grades for next year. With the addition 
of a subprimary in Newburgh enrollment there should increase 


by about 25. 


TRANSPORTATION 


A new 72 passenger bus was put into operation in Hampden 
- at the beginning of the school year. It was also found neces- 
sary to use the spare bus on some short runs to eliminate 
overloading. Seven busses are now being used regularly every 
day. We plan to purchase another new bus to replace one 
of the oldest busses which we will retain as a spare. 


In Newburgh three privately owned conveyances are being 
used to transport children to and from the various schools. A 
new bus has been ordered and should be available by the first 
of March to convey high school students from Sesh to 
Hampden Academy.

SCHOOL LIBRARY 
The room which was designed for the school library has 
been completed and books have been moved from the 
teachers’ room to the library shelves. Mrs. Delma McLaughlin, 
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who started our library in 1950 and who has been active in 
its operation ever since, has been hired to serve as librarian 
and also to assist in the Principal's office. The library is 
equipped with four reading tables and chairs suitable to the 
various age groups. With the aid of several volunteers the 
books are being catalogued and prepared for circulation. We 
are certainly very grateful to the mothers who have given so 
freely of their time in helping to get our school library into 
operation. We should feel very proud that we have such a 
fine library, one which few elementary schools in this state can 
equal. 


ALL-PURPOSE ROOM 


‘This room is indeed used for many purposes in our school 
program. Our children eat their lunches there during the noon 
hour. Band and chorus rehearsals are held there. An_intra- 
mural basketball program in which 200 boys. and girls partici- 
pate has been in operation through the winter term. It pro- 
vides a fine meeting place for the P T A and other school 
functions. We anticipate that with the addition of a course 
in physical education next year the room will be in use con- 
tinuously all day long. The School Directors have drawn up 
regulations whereby groups outside the school may use the 
_room when not needed by the school. Copies of these regula- 
tions are available in the superintendent's office. 


CONCLUSION 


lt has been a privilege to have the opportunity to help put 
into operation this new School Administrative District. It is a 
great pleasure to work with such an outstanding group of 
men as those who compose your Board of School Directors. 
Their constant objective is to provide the best possible educa- 
tional opportunities for all children in the district regardless of 
where they live. With such a group of men responsible for 
your schools you have no cause for concern.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 

Newburgh for the year 1961 


he general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and maintain 
optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out this pur- 
pose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabilitative 
services to individuals and families in their homes; through 
health services in schools; and through organized community 
programs for prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services given in the 
town of Newburgh during the year 1961 follows: 


Twelve days were spent in your town by the public health 
nurse. Health supervision was given to sixteen individuals 
in thirteen families. Nine visits were made to the schools for 
the purpose of immunization clinics and for conferences with 
the school personnel regarding problems of individual children. 

Town officials were contacted to discuss problems relating 
to individual or family welfare and health. ; 


There was an average attendance of eighteen infant and 
preschool children at the three Child Health Conferences. 
Thirty-seven children were given physical examinations. 


Immunizations given at Child Health Conferences: 


Smallpox Number vaccinated 4 
Diphtheria, Pertussis, Tetanus Number immunized 17 
Poliomyelitis Number immunized 15 


Immunizations given at School: 


Smallpox Number vaccinated 5 
Diphtheria, Tetanus Number immunized 24 
Poliomyelitis Number immunized 24 


Audiometer tests were given to one hundred thirty-five 
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children. Two children will be referred for medical consultation. 
Again | urge the necessity of a local Health Council in your 
town. With representation of town officials, of local groups, 
and of school personnel, a well rounded health program could 
be carried out for the well being of all citizens. 
My sincere thanks goes to all those who have assisted me 
in the health program.

An audit has been completed of the financial records main- 
tained by the officials of the Town of Newburgh for the fiscal 
year ended February 15, 1961. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled with 
the statement of the Merchant's National Bank, Bangor, Maine, 
as of February 15, 1961. Transactions affecting taxes receiva- 
bie, tax liens and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
unpaid individual accounts at the year end were checked and 
reconciled with the balances appearing in the ledger. Accounts 
receivable were examined and appeared to be stated correct- 


ly. 
LIABILITIES 
Two items of $100 each which had been received by the 


Town as cemetery perpetual care funds were in the general 
fund at the year end and have been carried as liabilities. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


A total balance of $642.15 was carried forward for high- 
way and education accounts. 


At the close of the year, the Town had an unappropriated 
surplus amounting to $15,775.16 as compared with $13,230.36 
- at the close of the preceding year. The gain of $2,544.80 was 
due principally to unexpended balances in the operating ac- 
counts which were lapsed to surplus. 


GENERAL 


The 1960 commitment of taxes to the Collector was exam- 
ined and reconciled with the assessment. Excise tax collections 
were verified with the copies of the receipts retained by the 
Collector. All tunds recorded as received by the Treasurer had 
been deposited in the bank and all disbursements had been 
made by check and authorized by warrants drawn by the Se- 
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lectmen. Vouchers and payrolls were examined to the extent 
deemed appropriate and appeared to be proper charges to 
the accounts involved. The records of the Clerk were examined 
for appropriation and other matters of financial concern.
